2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest the perfume composition comprising at least one of a (lS,6R)-2,2,6- 
trimethylcyclohexyl methyl ketone & at least one of a (lR,6S)-2,2,6-trimethylcyclohexyl methyl 
ketone in a carrier with an optical purity of at least 75% e.e. The prior art does not teach or 
suggest a process for producing the trans-2,2,6-trimethylcyclohexyl methyl ketone such as 
instantly claimed. The closest prior art is considered to be USP 4,109,022 and USP 
4,136,066 to de Haan et al. that teaches the use & preparation of trans-l-crotonoyl-2,2,6- 
trimethylcyclohexane within perfume and flavoring compositions. However, these patents do not 
address or otherwise recognize (R ) and (S) forms of the recited compound and place no 
importance on achieving a certain level of optical purity, as required hy the instant claims.
